Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-3, 6, 8, and 11-13 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance. 

4. Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a device for producing 
images of an object that is subject to a cyclic spontaneous movement and for controlling an 
injection rate of a contrast agent in a vascular system of the object, including a control unit that is 
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coupled to the injection pump and the flowrate parameter characteristic measuring device, the 
control unit configured to drive the injection pump as a function of a particular value of the 
parameter characteristic of the flowrate in such a way that (i) the contrast agent follows a 
predetermined concentration pattem in the vascular system, (ii) the injection rate of the contrast 
agent is matched to instantaneous flow conditions in the vascular system, and (iii) a total amount 
of contrast agent injected is limited to a necessary minimum, the necessary minimum being 
defined by the predetermined concentration pattem, the predetermined concentration pattem 
further being specified to produce a constant contrast display of the vascular system while 
pictures arc being taken of the object during a duration of the contrast agent injection, in 
combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 2-3 and 6 are allowed by virtue 
of their dependency. 

5. Regarding claim 8, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method of producing 
an image of an object that is subject to cyclic spontaneous movement and for controlling an 
injection rate of a contrast agent in a vascular system of the object, including controlling the 
injection pump as a function of a particular value of the parameter characteristic of the flowrate 
in such a way that (i) the contrast agent follows a predetermined concentration pattem in the 
vascular system, (ii) the injection rate of the contrast agent is matched to instantaneous flow 
conditions in the vascular system, and (iii) a total amount of contrast agent injected is limited to a 
necessary minimum, the necessary minimum being defined by the predetermined concentration 
pattem, the predetermined concentration pattem fiirther being specified to produce a constant 
contrast display of the vascular system while pictures are being taken of the object during a

duration of the contrast agent injection, in combination with all of the other limitations in the 
claim. Claims 1 1-13 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
